Tax Valuations 
For City Schools 
Low, Wilson Says 


District is Second 
Lowest in State, 
County Board Advised 


R 
Dale Wilson, county superin­ 
tendent of schools, in reporting to 
the Saline County Board of Super­ 
visors 
yesterday, 
said 
that the 
Harrisburg 
city 
school 
district 
ranks second lowest in the state in 
cities 
of 10,000 and 
over in the 
.student per capita assessed valua­ 
tion of the district. 
The per capita assessed 
valua­ 
tion in this district, he said, is only 
$13,708, 
next to the lowest in the 
state. 
Highest 
assessed valuation per 
pupil is in the St, George consoli­ 
dated district, where it is $426,950, 
quite a difference from the amount 
in this district, he stated. 
Other districts of the county are 
low in valuation, too, he pointed 
out, giving as examples the Eldo- 
lado 
grade school 
district, fifth 
lowest in cities of 2,500 
to 5,000; 
D o ra v ille, 
third 
lowest in dis­ 
tricts 
of its size; 
Carrier Mills 
grade school district, eighth lowest 
in towns of its size. 
Salaries Are Low 
Regarding high school 
districts, 
Wilson 
said Eldorado 
was 15th 
lowest in assessed valuation, ea r­ 
ner Mills 21st from the bottom, 
Harrisburg 31st lowest and Galatia 
59th lowest of all the high school 
districts of the state. 
Wilson remarked about the good 
job being done in this county with 
the 
money available 
for school 
purposes, and pointed out that the 
average teachers salaries are low 
as a result of low valuations. 
In spite of low salaries which 
end many of the better teachers 
to richer districts, the county is 
fortunate that it has been able to 
keep good teachers, he stated. 
Dale 
said 
the 
average high 
school salary in the county Is $3,- 
358 a year, the average elementary 
salary 
where there 
are four or 
more teachers in the school is $3,- 
096 and the average salary in 
the 
smaller schools where there are 
three teachers or less is $2,480. 
I our Tax Extensions for Schools 
This compares with an average 
salary for all teachers in the state 
• ti $3,900, he said. 
Wilson also told the board of the 
financial situation in the county. 
First he pointed out that there are 
four taxes 
extended for schools: 
(a) For 
education 
purposes in­ 
cluding salaries; (bl the building 
fund tor maintenance and repairs; 
(vt retirement of bonds, and (d) 
in some districts for municipal re­ 
tirement. 
Of these, he also pointed out, the 
extension 
for education purposes 
is the big one. 
Last year in Saline county a to­ 
tal of $317,172.35 was collected for 
elementary schools and $267.886 94 
for high schools for education pur­ 
poses, he said. 
Collected for the 
building fund was $60,869.49 
for 
the elementary schools 
and $36,-

Announce Reduction 
In Services at 
Area Eye Clinics 


The Department of Public Wel­ 
fare has announced a reduction in 
services in its Southern Illinois Eye 
Clinics, popularly knowly as the 
Trachoma Clinics. 
This has been done in recogni­ 
tion of the fact that the need for 
these clinics has decreased m a­ 
terially during the past few years. 
Trachoma has been brought under 
control, and additional ophthalmo­ 
logists have established practices 
in the area served by these clinics 
since 1934 
Effective April I, clinics will be 
beld two days each week instead 
of four days per week as presently 
conducted. Clinics will be conduct­ 
ed every Wednesday at Vienna, 
and every Thursday at Eldorado 
Tile clinic at Carbondale will be 
discontinued. 
The bus schedules 
have been revised to serve as 
many people as possible under the 
restricted plan

Influence Felt at School 
Leaving Eldorado she came to 
HTHS, where she has been since. 
She has seen HTHS boys go over 
seas to fight in World Wars I and 
ll and the Korean conflict. 
When 
Miss 
Pemberton 
began 
teaching at HTHS the school was 
housed in a single building now 
known as Taylor building, the Pur­ 
ple Clarion relates. 
She was a 
figure at the school during many 
years of the annual meets of the 
Lowell and Emersonian societies. 
The Clarion quotes G. O. Daven­ 
port, president of the board of edu­ 
cation at HTHS during the years 
that Miss Pemberton’s influence has 
been felt at the school, as saying:

length of influence cast by a strong 
personality like Bess Pemberton, 
who has taught so many years in 
the

Her influence will bear 
fruit many years after she is gone.”

House Leaders 
Cool to Hawaii- 
Alaska Statehood 


Rep. Martin Sees 
Little Chance Far 
Passage of Measure 


WASHINGTON (U*-Speaker Jo­ 
seph W. Martin Jr. said today he 
sees little chance ct House approv­ 
al of the Senate-passed Alaska- 
Hawaii statehood bill. 
The House previously has ap­ 
proved statehood for Hawaii, but 
it has not acted on statehood for 
Alaska 
“ I don’t see much hope for the 
bill to pass the House,” Martin 
told newsmen 


j 
“ Because of Alaska?” a reporter 
asked. 
"Yes.” the speaker replied “We 
think the two should be considered 
separately.” 
Asked whether he thought Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower would be willing 
to support statehood for Alaska, 
Martin said he doesn’t believe the 
President has changed his mind. 
The Senate rejected the Presi­ 
dent’s recommendation that state­ 
hood for Hawaii and Alaska be 
divided 
into separate 
measures. 
Hawaii is normally considered Re­ 
publican, while Alaska is regarded 
as Democratic. 
House Republican Leader Charles 
A. Halleck (Ind.) charged that the 
Senate “ played fast and loose” in 
tieing 
Alaska 
statehood 
to the 
House approved Hawaii bill. 
Halleck, personally opposed to 
the combined bill, said Hawaiian 
partisans 
who voted to include 
Alaska “ may bear the blame for 
sabotaging” Hawaii’s chances. 
Another House leader, comment­ 
ing on the Senate vote, said “They 
know we’ll kill it over here.” 
Statehood supporters were happy 
over the 57 28 vote by which the 
Senate approved the combined bill 
Thursday. But they were aprehen- 
sive about it’s prospects in the 
House. 
Unanimous consent is required 
in the lower chamber to empower 
a Senate-House conference com 
mittee to work out a combined bill 
for the House, which has approved 
statehood for Hawaii only. 
That 
consent appeared unlikely.

If consent is not granted the is­ 
sue goes to the House Rules com ­ 
mittee which has had an Alaska 
bill in cold storage for some time.

Committee Moves 
Toward Windup of 
Labor Law Revisions 


WASHINGTON <IT> 
The House 
Labor Committee today voted to 
require a pre strike secret ballot 
under government auspices in labor 
disputes

Unemployment 
In U. S. Reaches 
3.725.000 Total 


W ASHINGTON d 'Hi 
U nem ploy­ 
ment increased by 54,000 and reach ­ 
ed 3,725,000 last month, the gov­ 
ernm ent rep orted today. 
But em ploym ent also increased 
by 45,000 to reach 60,100.000. 
T he civilian labor force increased 
by 100,000 to a total of 63.825.000. 
Industrial w orkers bore the bru n t 
of tlu1 unem ploym ent rise. 
A gri­ 
c u ltu re em ploym ent increased by 
171.000 while the nu m ber with jobs 
in non agricultural industry d ro p ­ 
ped off by 126,000 
T h e C om m erce D epartm ent said 
that 
in addition to the 3,725,000 
counted as unem ployed there w ere 
an additional 235,000 w orkers who 
had been tem porarily laid off but 
had prom ises of their jobs back 
within 30 days. 
A dep artm en t spokesm an a ttrib ­ 
uted the increase in unem ploym ent 
to (ho fact that some additional 
factory w orkers had been laid off 
in March 
He said that em ploy­ 
ment did not show the usual se a ­ 
sonal pickup because of this factor, 
a late Easter, and bad w eather in 
some parts of the country. 
I l i ’hest Since 1950 
The March unem ploym ent total 
was tin4 highest since March, 1950, 
when it reached 4,123,000. 
The Com m erce D epartm ent in te r­ 
preted the relatively small increase 
m unem ploym ent last m onth as a 
leveling in the upw ard trend in the 
nu m ber of jobless since last Octo­ 
ber. when a post World W ar II low 
of 1.200,000 was registered. 
“The stability of unem ploym ent 
betw een F ebruary and March was 
a m arked dep artu re from the sharp 
increases 
recorded 
each 
m onth 
starting last 
N ovem ber,” the de­ 
partm ent said. 
But 
this was only the second 
March since World W ar II that un- 
em oloym ent 
has increased.

oth er was March. 1946. when u n ­ 
em ploym ent jum ped 50,000, M arch

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Special Category 
Urged to Keep 
Reds from Army 


WASHINGTON iW -Sen. Charles 
E. P otter proposed today that a 
special categ ory of "loyalty risk s” 
be established to prevent Com mu 
nists from being drafted into the 
Army. 
The Michigan Republican re c o m ­ 
m ended that any draftee refusing 
to sign a loyalty oath be rejected 
and his d raft card and all records 
stam p ed: “ D eclared unfit for mili 
tary .service for loyalty reasons " 
P o tter's proposal, which he plans 
to incorporate in legislation to be 
introduced next week, is designed 
to meet the m ain problem in keep 
ing C om m unists and subversives 
out of the arm ed services 
Defense lead ers have told 
the 
Senate A rm ed Services com m ittee 
that the subversive question am ong 
enlisted m en and officers is an 
sw ered by having them sign loy 
alty oaths p rior to entering the 
service 
But draftees, the defense leaders 
say, present a different problem 
While not wanting subversives in 
the arm ed forces, military leaders 
said men should not be allowed to 
escape th eir m ilitary obligation by- 
invoking the 5th A m endm ent or 
claiming to be Comm unists. 
The com prom ise ordered by De 
fense S ecretary Charles E Wilson 
is that 
any d rafted loyalty 
risk 
will be kept in the lowest enlisted 
grade and isolated in a non sensi­ 
tive job 
Potter, how ever, expressed dis­ 
satisfaction with this com prom ise 
He said "It should be an honor to 
serve in the m ilitary and we want 
no Com m unists in the arm ed ser 
vices.”
